2 INDEPENDENT CLAIMS 1 , 27 and 28 

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

Document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document): a 
handle set for a lock comprising a coupling apparatus being activated by a 
transponder (see par [0009]), which selectively couples the exterior handle to the 
latch, furthermore comprising an authenticator circuit authenticating the signal from 
the transponder and controlling the actuator, wherein the authenticator circuit and the 
actuator are positioned on the interior side of the central plane of the door, and 
housed in the interior handle. 

Consequently, all features of claim 1 are known from document D1 and therefore the 
subject matter of this claim is not new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

2.2 Independent claims 27 and 28 essentially relate to the same subject matter, and the 
subject matter of these claims is consequently equally not novel in view of document 
D1.

3.1 Document D6 discloses an electronic locking and lever assembly comprising an 
exterior handle (8) and interior handle (5) on opposite sides of a door, comprising a 
coupling device actuated by an actuator and an access control device (see [0014]) 
controlling the actuator. 

The coupling device furthermore comprises two camming biocks (12, 20) for 
providing torque transmission when movement of the camming block is blocked by a 
blocking element (9) in the coupled state, in which case movement of the exterior 
handle can be transmitted to the latch member in order to open the door. 

Consequently, all features of ciaim 20 are known from document D6 and therefore 
the subject matter of this claim is not new (Article 33(2) PCT). 



4 The dependent claims 2-26 and 29-36 do not contain any features which, in 

combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements 
of the PCT in respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT), as 
their features are equally known from the prior art (see documents D1-D6 and 
documents cited in the search report), or relate to slight constructional changes in the 
handle set / electronic door locking assembly according to claim 1 , 20, 27 or 28, 
which come within the scope of the customary practice followed by persons skilled in 
the art, especially as the advantages thus achieved can be readily foreseen, in 
particular as these features in the description explicitly are indicated not to be 
essential to the invention (see page 10, lines 12-14),

1 .1 Although claims 1 ,20,27 and 28 have been drafted as separate independent claims, 
they appear to relate effectively to the same subject-matter and to differ from each 
other only with regard to the definition of the subject-matter for which protection is 
sought and/or in respect of the terminology used for the features of that subject- 
matter, The aforementioned claims therefore lack conciseness and as such do not 
meet the requirements of Article 6 PCT. 

1 .2 The relative term "take-off 1 means used in claims 20,22,28,29 and 30 has for locks 
no recognised meaning and leaves the reader in doubt as to the meaning of the 
technical features to which it refers, thereby rendering the definition of the subject- 
matter of said claims unclear, Article 6 PCT. 

1 .3 Claims 1 9 and 26 do not meet the requirements of Article 6 PCT in that the matter for 
which protection is sought is not clearly defined, as these claims define the subject™ 
matter in terms of the result to be achieved, without providing the technical features 
necessary for achieving this result.

Filing a demand In principle, the WOISA will be considered as the written opinion of the 
for international I PEA. This should, in many cases, make it unnecessary to file a demand for 
preliminary international preliminary examination. If the applicant nevertheless wishes 

examination to file a demand this must be done before expiry of 3 months after the 

date of mailing of the ISR/WOISA or 22 months after priority 

date s whichever expires later (Rule 54bis PCT), Amendments under Art. 

34 PCT can be filed with the I PEA as before, normally at the same time as 

filing the demand (Rule 66.1 (b) PCT), 

if a demand for international preliminary examination is filed and no 
comments/ amendments have been received the WO- 1 SA will be transformed 
by the I PEA into an IPRP (I nternational Preliminary Report on Patentability) 
which would merely reflect the content of the WOiSA. The demand can still 
be withdrawn (Art. 37 PCT). 



Filing informal After receipt of the ISR/WOiSAthe applicant may file informal comments 
comments on the WOISA directly with the I nternationai Bureau of Wl PO. These 

wiil be communicated to the designated Offices together with the IPRP 
(Internationa! Preliminary Report on Patentability) at 30 months from the 
priority date. Please also refer to the next box.
